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Although such a great deal has happened in 
the past two weeks in the ij»ub world, I am 
reluctant to quote local opinion about these 
events, When it comes to diversions of the head 
waters of the Jordan few whom I have met here 
seem to know what is rea*ly involved, and the 
technical and financial considerations seem to be 
way above the heads of most people in Jerusalem 
However, some Palestinians do seem disappointed by 
the results of the Summit Jonference: they know that 
if the diversions were to be accomplished Jordan 
would be the loser, Host people do not seem to 
fear Israeli counter measures, and I think they 
tend to under-estimate Israeli determination. 

The pro Bisect that the Jordanian Army may be 
strengthened is welcomed in some quarters,
